Process Tax to Finance 


Program Placed at 


Cent a Pound. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 18—<£>)—Secre- 


tary Wallace today outlined the 
government's emergency hog pro- 
gram for buying 5,000,000 swine, em- 
ploying meat packers to process 
them, and distributing 
the 
meat 
to the needy. 
In an adress at the Century of 


Progress exposition, he said that the 
program will be ready to go into 
effect in a few days "and that he 
expects it to boost purchasing power 
in the corn belt substantially. 


The plan should increase prices 


of swine, possibly 25 to 30 per cent, 
he asserted, and at the same time 
provide relief to farmers heavily 
stocked with swine but with short 
feed supplies due to drouth. 


The program calls for purchase of 


4,000,000 pigs weighing 25 to 100 
pounds at from 6 to 9% cents a 
pound, and 1,000,000 sows soon to 
farrow, weighing a Trtin-itvuiTYi oS 
275 pounds, at market prices on the 
day marketed plus a bonus of $4. 
The purchases are to be complete 
by about October 1. 


Provide Meat for Needy. 


They will be made " by specified 
processors" for the department of 
agriculture. The meat will be turned 
over to the federal emergency re- 
lief administration for distribution. 


Wallace estimated the cost of the 
program at up to $55,000,000 to be 
met by a procesing tax on hogs 
which will go into elect after Sep- 
tember 30. The ^ax rate end effec- 
tive date wfll be fixed later, he said, 
estimating that the levy, paid by 
those who turn the swine into 
marketable pork, Trill he "consider- 
ably less than a cent a pound."

The appeal of C. C. Carlsen, for- 


mer president of the Lincoln Trust 


o.. from a District court sentence 


of three to nine years was filed in 
the Supreme court Thursday af- 
ternoon. 


Carlsen was tried on twelve counts 


charging forgery of mortgage cou- 
pon bonds. He was acquitted on 
rour counts and convicted on eight.

Grounds and buildings on the 238 


acre state fair property are rapidly 
being placed in shape for the open- 
ing of the annual exhibition Sep- 
tember 3, Secretary Terry Reed of 
the fair board said Friday. 


Twenty men are at work on the 


grounds and as many as forty were 
working earlier in the month. In 
addition, contractors have had their 
private forces there rebuilding roofs 
on a number of buildings.

placed in good shape declared Reed.

Reed says that $6,500 has been 
spent rebuilding and repairing the 
roofs of four buildings. -Virtually 
new roofs were put on the woman's 
exhibit building and the swine and/ 
sheep barns. Many of the rafters 
had to be replaced because they had 
rotted away from 
rain 
leaking 
through the roofs. Some new sheet- 
ing was furnished and three coat- 
ings of asphalt and paper roofing 
was added to the roof. A new ccat- 
ing of asphalt also was put on the 
poultry building. The roofs are now 
in better shape than they ever were, 
declares Reed. 
Because of a new p^" for arrang- 
ing exhibits. Agricultural hall has to 
be remodeled considerably. 
This 
work is under way now. The addi- 
tion of a horse show to the fair pro- 
gram this year calls for another 
horse bam. About 100 horses will be 
there for the horse show. The pony 
bun is being turned into a horss 
barn and the fair board bought a 
building, which had been used by 
the Ku Klux Klan, to remodel into 
a pony barn.

Dairymen Decry Delay 


And Get Promise of 


$30,000,000 Aid. 


Fear NRA Will Increase 


Prices Faster Than 


Buying Power. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18— <A>) — 


The farm adjustment administra- 
tion is speeding up to keep pace 
with its industrial companion piece, 
the national recovery administra- 
tion. 


In both organizations lately there 


has been concern about the fact 
that the recovery administration 
apparently was moving so fast that 
it promised to leave behind the 
agency set up to restore farm pur- 
chasing power. 


A quick answer to the demand by 
dairymen organizations for help 
showed that Secretary Wallace is 
keenly aware of the situation. 
The dairymen lambasted the farm 
administration for what they de- 
scribed as undue delay and said 
something had to be done. 
In their formal resolution they 
did not mention the recovery ad- 
ministration, but in conferences 
with farm officials they bluntly 
said that NRA's program was in- 
creasing their costs and that mean- 
while th^ price for butter had 
descended as if it had greased its 
own chute. 
Secretary Wallace told dairymen's 


spokesmen that they might have 
$30,000,000 if they would promise 
to work out a program to limit the 
output of dairy products. They 
promised. 


The farm administration matched 
Hugh 8. Johnson's celerity in work- 
Ing out its emergency cotton pro- 
gram and there has been little 
complaint as to the speed of its 
wheat campaign.

"The citizens committee ha$ a right to 
expect 'the state fair 
board 
to make 
amends In the public press for iU charge 
of inaccuracies In the original petition, all 
the statements having been backed by 
facts which arc accessible to the state 
fair board and to any other citizens of 
the state. The statement concerning the 
couple removed by officers from tbe state 
fair walkathon last week was based upon 
the record on tbe police blotter. Hearsay 
had no part hi it. 
"The committee, not wishing to give 
publicity to this man and woman, with- 
held their names but the police record 
shows that the couple was detained on m 
health warrant from the health depart- 
ment. Tbe state fair board makes a point 
of the fact that the test was negative, but 
the fact remains that tbe couple are still 
detained as patients of the health board. 
and. In accordance with the state health 
board regulation, they will cot be per- 
mitted on a public dance floor for twelve 
months. 
"If members of the state fair board In- 
spect the police blotter .they will agree 
with tbls committee that the couple ar- 
rested and detained 
by police 
officers 
might well be considered a health men- 
ace.••The state fair board denies- any in- 
fraction. of the child labor law. declaring 
that there were no registrations under 
eighteen years of age. 
The committee 
refrained from publishing tbe names of

The people of England and Ire- 


land are not at all in accord with 
American Ideas, Dr H. W Orr told 
members of the Kiwanis club at 
the chamber of commerce, Friday 
noon. American reconstruction plans 
are wrong, the English believe, he 
said, the attitude being that had 
the United States adopted the Eng- 
lish program this country would 
have made greater progress toward 
economic recovery. 
Dr. Orr recently returned from a 
trip abroad. While there, he spent 
much time in Ireland, as well as in 
England. In Ireland he mad™ a 
study of hospital conditions and 
charity patients cared for by the 
doctors. 
Irish hospitals are financed by 
horse racing lotteries, he said, the 
money being spent under the direc- 
tion of the minister of health. Thus 
far It has been more than suffi- 
cient to the needs, and much has 
reverted to the ticket-holders. Peo- 
ple there cannot understand the 
opposition of Americans to the lot- 
tery system.

Then the party must be 
put back on the side of the people and not be 
made an instrument to exploit and crucify the 
public. When these things are done, the facts 
should be placed before the American people. 
If the people have a voice in the making of the 
platform, if the issues are met squarely, the po- 
sition of the party defined, the candidates best 
fitted to carry out these policies will be sum- 
moned unquestionably to their places. It is 
folly for some reactionary survivors of the re- 
cent landslide to seek leadership. The days of 
the old guard bossism are done forever."

Nor is the fight ended. Reports, appearing with 


greater frequency of late, indicate Mr. Hoover is in 
high dudgeon because those upon whom he 
leaned for advice while he was president have not 
seen fit to interpose sturdy objection to the Roose- 
velt program at every turn of the road. There re- 
mains little doubt in the minds of the responsible 
leaders of the party that Mr. Hoover's plans in- 
clude an attempt to land the republican nomination 
in 1936 and to submit his case to the people again. 
It becomes a matter of importance to determine 
whether the ex-president is molded in the image of 
the old guard or is at heart a liberal. His closest 
friends and intimates proclaim him to be a progres- 
sive. His official record throughout the four years 
he was in the White House, and his utterances and 
statements in connection with the policies he Inau- 
gurated. stamp him with the Inerasable brand of 
conservatism. 


The next national convention still Is far removed, 


but the task of reorganizing a party which was 
smashed and broken in the last campaign has been 
begun already. Heretofore, there was a disposition

'KIDNAPER' BATES' RECORD. 


THE Mr. Albert I. Bates, who is now at home In 


a Denver Jail cell, has a record which marks 


him as a positive genius at escaping his just reward 
for deeds of law breaking. The government report 
of his arrests lists enough criminal undertakings to 
keep a Jesse James active for as many lives as has 
a righting tomcat. His prison service record, how- 
ever, shows that he didn't stay long enough any 
place to get very well acquainted. 


The Nebraska connections of this gentleman, who 


is accused of being one of the kidnapers of Charles 
F. Urschel. Oklahoma oil man, show what a lucky 
star he was born under. He was one of a trio which 
attempted to rob a bank at Bushnell in 1924. One 
member of this gang was fatally wounded, the sec- 
ond served nine years in the Nebraska penitentiary 
but Bates was surrendered to Utah. The Nebraska 
authorities were told that Bates had about 17 years 
yet to serve in Utah as a parole violator and that 
there were three additional charges against him—a 
"rap" of some thirty years was probable. But the 
records show that Bates was "back in business as 
usual" after serving in Utah only a week more than 
a year. 


Such experience should indicate the advisability 


of not dropping charges against criminals who are 
transferred to other states too quickly. Nebraska 
should have had a "hold" order against Bates while 
he was serving in the Utah penitentiary and upon 
his release there, if in an unreasonably short time, 
he should have been returned to Nebraska to stand 
trial. 


Because of the expense of criminal prosecutions it 


would be foolish to try a man for a crime when he 
could merely be turned over to another state as a 
parole violator and serve a long term without the 
necessity of a trial. Whenever the charge against 
the person is a serious one, such as bank robbery or 
murder, it should not be dismissed however merely 
because the criminal has "started" serving a long 
time. Better wait to dismiss the charge until alter 
the man has completed his term and then there's 
no question about Justice being served. 


As to Mr. Bates, the prospects are that hell be 


taken care of for a long, long time now but the ex- 
perience in his case shouldn't 
be overlooked by

increased receipts of gasoline tax by 
the state of Nebraska during the month of Au- 


gust, the total of which is certain to run $150,000 
above the same month a year ago, are very signifi- 
cant as a sign that people are getting back to their 
accustomed habits of life and turning their backs on 
the dark days of depression. 


This very pronounced gain in revenue from the 


gas tax shows unmistakably that automobiles are be- 
ing used more than they were a year ago; that truck 
traffic is expanding: and that dealers in motor ve- 
hicle fuel are filling up their storage tanks in an- 
ticipation of continuing good business through the 
fall season. 


The automobile industry, likewise, has registered 


very substantial gains in production and sales so 
far in 1933, compared with 1932, and most of the 
companies are still turning out cars at a faster rate 
than they were a year ago, but not too fast to meet 
dealers' requirements. With so many more cars be- 
ing placed in service, it is not surprising that the de- 
mand for gasoline to operate them has been acceler- 
ated. 


While Nebraska derives no direct profit 
from 


either the manufacture of automobiles and trucks or 
the production and processing of petroleum, her mer- 
chants and their employes handling those lines all 
participate in the benefits of the expanded trade, and 
through them the state as a whole shares the re- 
turns. Also, the fact that more workers elsewhere 
are earning wages in turning out these machines and 
the fuel to run them helps to provde a better market 
for the products of Nebraska's fields. 


In another way, this state will realize 100 per cent 


of the benefit of increased gasoline tax payments. 
The state and the counties will have $150,000 more 
money to spend on roads and bridges out of the Au- 
gust receipts than they had a year ago, and that 
$150,000 will pay the wages of a good many men who 
can thus be given employment instead of carrying 
them and their dependents on public relief rolls. 


Here is a fair illustration of what the people can 


accomplish in mass movement when they "buy for 
employment." Without any urging from the govern- 
ment or anyone else they have bettered their collec- 
tive condition by increased spending for motor cars, 
gasoline, and oil. The same principle holds good as 
to foodstuffs, clothing, furniture, houses, and other 
kinds of merchandise and property. 


Right now is a mighty good time to put the idea 


into practice all along the line, within the limits of 
one's individual resources.

The scrub 
brush and soap used to cleanse the 
feet in that condition should not be 
used or the hands and should be 
disinfected by immersing in boiling 
water, alcohol or gasoline.

"The Catholic church," Mr. Go'.d- 
stein said, "does not oppose social- 
ism because of opoosition to th2 
poor, but rather because it loves 
the poor. Socialism Is nothing but 
an industrial monopoly, an autoc- 
racy and against this, the Catholic 
church has always stood" 


He traced the result of thp as- 
sistance of the Catholic church to 
the poor man.

Charta were the result of moral 
suasion on the part of the Catholic 
church.

"the Union Guardian Trust Co., ac- 
cepted deposits for 20 days after 
its officials knew it was insolvent. 
It is my understanding that that is 
a criminal offense."

County and Junior Fairs are at- 
tracting the attention of Nebraska 
4-H club membtrs now before the 
Nebraska state fair opens in Lincoln 
late this month. Many of the coun- 
ty expositions opened last week. 
They continue until late in Sep- 
tember. 
Everywhere 4-H contests and ex- 
hibits, together with demonstrations, 
are featuring the 1933 county fairs. 
In many cases, they form the larger 
part of the exhibits. They have 
"proved good competitors," for the 
older people in the past few years 
and many fair boards have found it 
advisable to feature the 4-H work. 
Although the number of county 
fairs in Nebraska has been de- 
creased some in numbers this year, 
the 4-H clubbers in most counties 
have an opportunity to show their 
exhibits regardless Junior Fairs are 
replacing the old type fair in many 
instances. Local business men, coun- 
ty farm bureaus and others 
are 
financing them. In other cases the 
boys and girls themselves are put- 
ting on the fairs. 


Holdrege Prospects Good. 
Plans are being laid for another 
successful 4-H 
fair at Holdrege 
again this year. It comes August 
24-25. 
County Agent Maunder is 
enthusiastic over the prospects for 
the fair. Local people in Phelps 
county have patronized the exposi- 
ttion in large numbers in formtr 
years. The Holdrege chamber of 
commerce is helping finance the 
event this year. 
In the northeastern section of the 
state, interest in 4-H club circles 
center about Fremont next week. 
The annual tri-county fair, spons-

FARM SITUATION 


Hedges Says Picture Is 


Reduced Volume And 


Improved Prices. 


In his monthly economic situation 


Farm Women's Exchange 


report issued from the Nebraska 
agricultural college Thursday, Har- 
old Hedges says the farm picture is 
one of reduced volume of produc- 
tion but improved prices. The index 
of farm prices showed an unusual 
gain of 12 points or a raise from 
64 to 76 per cent of pre-war. 


The report indicates that wheat 


prices will probably sell 
higher 


while steady to firm cattle prices 
appear probable for the next 30 
days. Seasonal factors 
point 
to 
higher butter and egg prices. The 
outlook for poultry prices is not so 
promising. 


"Wheat prices will probably move 
erratically around present levels for 
the next 30 days," Hedges says. The 
effects of the world wheat confer- 
ence and the wheat adjustment 
program will be in the direction of 
demonstrations, livestock exhibits, causing uncertainty as to the future 
i.AM> „_«—~.i~- _»T-ju!f. 
t..j~s— course of prices, even after world 


supplies for the current crop year 
become more definitely known. 
"With the corn crop still subject 
to the weather, the market will re- 
spond mainly to weather changes 
in the early part of the next 30 
days. The usual trend after early 
August is downward. The 
1933 
United states crop is estimated at 
about 500 million bushels smaller 
than last year. 


Higher Hog Prices. 


"Higher hog prices seem probable 
before the end of the 30 days. The 
tendency was to hold back supplies 
In the late spring and the growing 
certainty of a small corn crop re- 
sulted in a rather heavy concentra- 
tion of market supplies in July. 
When early summer marketings run 
so heavy, there is a tendency for 
late summer receipts to be relatively 
light." 


Steady to firm cattle prices are 
also probable for the period, Ne- 
braska farmers are told. The best 
chances of some improvement ap- 
pear toward the end of the period. 
Finished cattle more often show 
the usual seasonal firmness from 


home economics exhibits, judging

suggestions on its use. The more 
pronounced the flavor in honey, the 
more unsatisfactory it is to combine 
with the fruit so always use a mild 
flavored honey. The fruit must have 
the pronounced flavor. 
Remember, when making 
jelly, 
that every fruit is different so no 
single recipe can be made to 
fit 
them all but different recipes are 
necessary for each fruit. Fruits 
canned with a syrup in which honey 
is used in whole or in part as a 
sweetening agent keep as well or 
even better than those canned with 
sugar The liquids surrounding the 
fruit will not be quite so clear as 
that made with sugar. But the fruit 
will have a much better flavor when 
honey is used. Honey preserves the 
actual color of the fruit

Reports resxdUng Washington in- 
dicating that country buyers and 
market speculators are buying.light 
weight pigs from farmers at current 
ow prices in anticipation of col- 
lecting premiums trhen the emer- 
tency hog purchase program goes 
into effect may mean the program 
will be put into operation, soon at 
principal livestock markets. 


W. H. Brokaw. director of the ag- 
ricultural extension work in Nebras- 
ka and state wheat administrator 
was advised late today in a tele- 
gram from c W. Waburton. chief of 
he extension service at Washing- 
ton, about the plans. 
The message to Brokaw indicated 
the speeding up of the program was 
wrUcularljr for farmers who con- 
template Immediate sale of pigs 
weighing less than 100 pounds and 
sows scon to sell, weighing not less 
than 775 pounds. Both of 
these 
classes would qualify for special 
market premiums which would be 
offered if the emergency plan is put 
into effect. 
The message from 
Washington 
is the first official information to 
rebraska officials regarding the time 
when the hog plan would be put 
nto operation. Brokaw said he 
ants every fanner in the state to 
ave the information. No report* of 
peculators or country buym fol- 
owing the practice in Nebraska as 
ndJcatea in word from Washington 
«d been received at the agtlcul- 
jtural college

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WHEAT PROGRAM 
FORGING AHEAD 


Educational Campaign 


Nearly Completed; 


Wa't On Wallace. 


Nebraska's educational campaign 


to acquaint every wheat grower with 
the provisions of the "Triple A" 
wheat program Is rapidly nearing a 
close, Director W. H Brokaw of the 
agricultural college extension service 
declared today. By the first of the 
week, it is expected that all precinct 
sessions will have been completed. 


We are well pleased with the 
way the educational program has 
advanced In Nebraska." Director 
Brokaw says. "The response on the 
part of the wheat growers, land- 
lords and others has been gratifying 
All are studying the plan over and 
figuring how it applies to their par- 
ticular land." 


Over 1,000 precinct meetings will 
soon have been held by emergency 
agricultural assistants or county ex- 
tension agents in practically every 
wheat growing county in Nebraska. 
the attendance has ranged from 40 
up to 500. An accurate check on the 
attendance shows that 53.810 people 
have attended 641 meetings 
Farmers Gather Data 
Since hearing particulars' about 
the adjustment program, farmers 
are figuring out their individual 
cases with their local administra- 
tors. They are gathering their data 
for the years. 1930-31-32 in order to 
determine whether or not the plan 
is suited to them. They can also 
approximate the returns they will 
receive for taking wheat land ouc 
of production. 


Before the Nebraska program can 
progress further, official word from 
Washington must be received re- 
garding the acreage cut which Sec- 
retary Wallace will ask. 
He nas 
previously announced that this will 
be made on August 24. It cannot 
exceed 20 per cent and may be less. 
County extension agents and the 
emergency agricultural assistants 
now have copies of the applications 
for contracts and soon will see that 
each grower gets a cooy. Signing of 
the application, Director Brokaw 
points out does not bind the pro- 
duer to sign the final contract. In 
some counties the applications will 
be signed at regular "signing days" 
and the permanent county com- 
mittee will then be elected. 
After 
the organization is completed, the 
administration Is completely in the 
hands of the local people.

•WASHINGTON, Aug. 78— (xP) — 


City housing projects, if they are 
to receive public works funds, must 
"not be used to further real estate 
schemes or for speculative building 
purposes," the public works admin- 
istration asserted this week. Ap- 
plications for such projects are 
filed with the administration in 
Washington, rather than with state 
advisory boards, because "expert 
handling of technical considerations 


is required," the «tatement said. 


All projects will be investigated 


from the standpoint of social de- 
sirability and the adequacy of the 
applicant's organization. No loans 
will be made, the administration 
said, unless the projects can be 
"safely self liquidated within the 
useful life of the buildings." 


Preliminary information required

Massacre of Christians 


In Iraq Is Denied 


By Kurds. 


BAGHDAD, Iraq; Aug. 1&—(&)— 


The killing of more than 600 As- 
syrian Christians in conflicts witn 
the Kurds and the Iraq forces in 
northern Iraq, has climaxed an in- 
ternational situation in which Great 
Britain, as the former mandatory 
power over Iraq, has been moved to 
take a hand. 
At the village of SimeJ, 315 bodies 


were found and 300 more were dis- 
covered in different places in tne 
vicinity of Doguk, following Kurd- 
ish raids on Assyrian communities. 


The British government 
offered 
an asylum in Cyprus to the As- 
syrian leader. Mar Shimun, who 
with his father and brother was 
deported by the Iraq government. 
It was charged that he was respon- 
sible lor a recent Assyrian out- 
break which led to the deadly con- 
flicts. 
Sir Francis Humphrys, the Brit- 
ish envoy, is hurrying back to his 
post from a holiday in Europe and 
diplomatic quarters are energeti- 
cally seeking to straighten out tne 
situation as speedily as possible. 
King Peisal had planned to re- 
turn to Europe today to resume ttie 
cure in Switzerland, but upon ur- 
gent British representations he de- 
cided to remain in Baghdad to 
await the arrival of Sir Francis

The industrial recovery program 
under the administration of Hugh 
S. Johnson, was attacked in a for- 
mal statement today by Senator 
Schall, republican, Minnesota, as 
one 'that is "weird and revolution- 
ary" and threatening to 
retard 


proper business advancement. 


"There -was no call to suspend 


the anti-trust laws and Institute 
price boosting codes for the indus- 
trials," Ms statement said. "There 
was certainly no call to place the 
industries of the country under a 
military regime, with a brigadier 
general and blue eagle banners, to 
enforce price codes not authorized 
by law. 
The country is now finding this 
truth out at a high cost of Jiving, 
100 per cent increase in price of 
cotton goods, increases of 25 per 
cent to 50 per cent in this price 
level and that, the arrest of its 
building industry, and reaction in 
the retail trade, car loading, bank 
deposits, and even recently in th? 
steel industry." 
Asking that there be a "pause in 
this hectic 'NIRA' campaign long 
enough to note where we are go- 
ing," the Minnesotan said: "Already 
the acceptance1 of the NBA pro- 
gram is one of subterfuge. Houses 
are flying the blue eagle, reducing 
hours to 40 per week, but they are 
not employing any more people."

Farm Credit Co. 
Adopts Former 
Nebraska Brand 


Among new livestock bmnds 
ly registered In the office of Sec- 
retary of State Swanaon this year 
Is one belonging to the United 
States agricultural credit corpora- 
ton which, m 
coming months, 
probably will be found on more cat- 
tle sold. and slaughtered in this ter- 
ritory than any of several hundred 
other markings. 


This label, designated as "Open 
l-l." comprises the capital letter A 


minus It* crossbar, with a vtrtlcal 
line running downward from 
a 
point midway between the ends ot 
•the t*o arms. 
It formerly be- 
longed to Chris and LeRoy Abbott, 
who have extensive rangng inter- 
ests in Box Butt* county and otnrr 
western Nebraska territory. Own- 
ing several different brands, they 
relinquished it a few weeks ago; 
and later it was awarded to the 
federal organization. 
Uncle Sam is not in the cattle- 
raising business, but his agricul- 
tural credit corporation is making 
hundreds of loans to growers and 
feeders in this state, taking tneir 
notes and mortgages on the ani- 
mals as security. In each instance 
the owner does not have a registered 
brand of his own. which would 


identify the stock thus encumbered 
to the government, lie is required to 
put the "Open A-l" mark on them. 


The cattle cannot thereafter be 
sold without the permission of the 
agricultural credit corporation until 
the debt has been repaid 
Ranchers of western and northern 
Nebraska as a rule, brand their 
cattle under individual designations 
which enables the credit agencies 
to keep tab on them: but feeders 
and farmers in the central and east- 
ern sections do not ordinarily pos- 
sess brands. The latter arc, there- 
fore, required to use the one which 
Uncle Sam has taken out. 
L. B. Maupln brand rccoidcr in 


the secretary of state's office. WHS 
asked to go over the available 
brands on file and pick one out 


which would be suitable for the fed- 
eral authorities' purpose*. He select, 
ed tho one which the Abbotts had 
recently surrendered.
